IN SELLING grain your track do 
not forget that the joy of selling at an ex- 
tra quarter or eighth, never equals the dis- 
appointment of a heavy discount bv rea- 
son of “low quality.” 


RUMORS to the effect that southwest- 
ern bankers are refusing to loan money 
on stored wheat this year are absolutely 
incredible. The collateral is better than 
ever, and if the bankers desire to realize 
a profit from their surplus, they can find 
no better opportunity, 


GRATIFYING REPORTS from the 
drought stricken regions of the North- 
west are to the effect that thrashing re- 
turns are surprising even to the most 
optimistic, as to quality, and the quality 
of the new grain is excellent; so there 
will be enough bread to go around all 
winter long. 


THE MUCH wanted uniform confir- 
mation blank is still unattained. The 
millers have successfully inaugurated a 
uniform sales contract, and the erain 
dealers can do likewise, if they will but 
nominate a forceful leader, who has per- 
severance and persistence as well as a 
knowledge of what the grain trade needs. 


KILLING WEEDS and grass with 
poisonous sprays is just in its infancy, 
but remarkable success has already been 
obtained by different experimenters. 


GRAIN RECEIVERS who will not 
arbitrate trade differences with shippers 
prove themselves unworthy of the patron- 
age of the shippers. There are honest 
differences as well as dishonest ones. 


MUCH TALK has been indulged re- 
cently about indicting wheat kings and 
bull operators, but it’s all talk, and poor 
talk at that. Why not indict the short 
sellers who were attempting to depress 
the price of farm products? 


A TEXAS GRAIN elevator operator 
who had been working about a plant for 
20 years was recently caught in the shaft- 
ing and killed. -Others. will meet with 
the same fate until all of the set-screws 
are carefully covered with collars and 
kept covered. 


ANY MARKET which attempts to 
grade grain out differently from what it 
is graded in, is courting real grief. The 
trade would not stand for such decep- 
tion one minute and the sooner tricks of 
this character are abandoned, the better 
it will be for offenders. j 


SWINDLERS posing as farmers with 
grain to market have been asking some 
buyers for temporary advances, and 
some dealers in their eagerness to abtain 


the grain have given up good money. ° 


Strangers who desire cash, should at 
least be required to prove identity. 


ANY RAILROAD which will supply 
cars to scoopers at the expense of the 
regular elevator man who pays rent for 
site on railroad right-of-way, erects a 
freight warehouse for grain at his own 
expense and keeps it open every busi- 
ness day of the vear, needs a good call- 
ing down. 


THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 
must pay duty on grain it imports for its 
army horses, at least the U. S. Board of 
General Appraisers has so decided. The 
question having recently arisen at Seat- 
tle where an enterprising shipper bot 
oats in Canada and insisted that inas- 
much as they were intended for the use 
of the army, no duty should be collected. 
But the duty has been paid and the 
Canadian oats consumed. 


A NEBRASKA ELEVATOR operator 
has devised a new way to save from 
death children who are sucked into bins 
from which grain is being drawn. A 
12-year-old bov playing in a bin in Min- 
ersville was drawn under the grain, but 
his mother gave an alarm so quickly that 
a workman was able to chop a hole in 
the side of the bin and let out enough 
grain to recover the body. After work- 
ing over the boy for some time he was 
brot to consciousness, with good pros- 
pects of recovery. 


GRAIN TESTERS are in active de- 
mand this year, due principally to the 
fact that grain weighs heavier and ship- 
pers are anxious to know more of its 
true value; hence are installing large 
testers to assist them in determining the 
weight per bushel of the grain offered 
them. The test weight is something that 
no buyer can afford to guess upon. 


FAST RUNNING by Illinois traction 
cars has robbed the grain trade of a 
number of men who stood high in the 
estimation of their brother dealers. It 
would seem a comparatively easy matter 
for the electric lines to place gongs at 
crossings to announce the approach of 
a car, and thus give travelers a timely 
warning. 


FRICTION between federal and state 
agricultural professors seems to be a 
common thing. The last disclosure comes 
from California, where experiments with 
new varieties of wheat have been con- 
ducted in hope of greatly increasing that 
State’s production. Less jealousy and 
more harmony would bring about the co- 
operation so necessary to greater results. 


PLUGGERS will not be so active this 
season, as the quality of small grain is 
uniformly good. In fact some Indiana 
wheat has graded No. 1 in Chicago; but 
old rules which are fair, still make the 
plugged car load an exception to all 
rules and require the reinspection of 
plugged loads at any time found. If 
shippers would exercise greater care in 
classifying their grain as they take it 
from the farmers’ wagons, less frequent- 
ly would they be suspected of attempt- 
ing to plug their shipments. 


KANSAS has a new work for its Pure 
Food Department, that of inspecting and 
testing scales used in weighing food 
products, and as is usual with political 
inspectors they crave the fees more than 
the correction of errors. While their 
work cannot be depended upon, the dam- 
age they can do to the reputation of a 
grain buyer thru the careless testing of 
his scales may cost him dearly. It would 
be much more profitable to the grain 
men of the State to have their testing 
done by an expert, who ‘knows more 
about testing scales than he does about 
politics. : 

SHORT WEIGHTING farmers has 
never been a popular practice in any 
section of the grain trade, but occa- 
sionally a real smart man gets caught 
while attempting to perpetrate this little 
trick. ‘Last February Charles Bready, 
buyer for the National Eltr. Co. at Ant- 
ler, N. D., was caught placing a burr 
between the weights on the poise of his 
scale. Last week he was tried in ‘the 
District Court and fined $50 and costs. 
Any buyer who will not conduct his 
business honestly cannot expect to be 
permitted to do business; public senti- 
ment forbids. 
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DELAY in delivery of samples by 
Chicago inspectors recently has resulted 
in grain being held on track much longer 
than was usual in the days of track in- 
spection. It would seem possible for the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission to 
induce the railroads to establish grain 
inspection tracks nearer the city so as 
to permit samples to be drawn and for- 
warded to the city more promptly. 


DO YOU keep your books in your ele- 
vator at night? If so, have you ever 
considered the inconvenience, the cost 
and the embarrassment their burning 
would cost you? A good safe, well 
anchored and on a firm foundation will 


protect your books from fire and you 


will not be expected to pay for 19 loads 
when only 11 were delivered. It will 
also help you prove your loss to the 
satisfaction of insurance adjusters. 


WINTER WHEAT from some sec- 
tions of Illinois, Kentucky and Indiana is 
said to be smutty. Shippers who do not 
discover this until they receive their ac- 
count of sales will be out of pocket. It 
it much safer to inspect carefully every 
load of grain taken in, and occasionally 
send a good sample to the central market 
for classification and bids. Too many 
shippers gauge the price to be paid far- 
mers for grain solely by their eagerness 
for the grain. Quality has too little con- 
sideration, 


ANY EXCHANGE which will permit 
a member to play the wicked partner 
dodge and deny responsibility for the 
actions of the corporation he owns and 
controls cannot expect to retain the re- 
spect or confidence of outside dealers. 
This practice of splitting hairs in order 
to protect a member from punishment 
for his own dishonesty is a short sighted 
policy and must surely bring the entire 
exchange into disrepute with the trade. 
Such action is inexcusable and indefensi- 
ble, and any exchange that stoops to it 
invites all dishonest dealers and sharpers 
to make its halls their home. 


THE NEW YORK Produce Exchange 
rules not only provide for arbitration of 
differences between members, but also 
extend the services of the Arbitration 
Committee to any who: may desire it. 
The rules also provide that non-members 
may file complaints against members 
when properly placed in writing and 
sworn to by the complainant; and what 
is more, these rules go even further and 
give non-members the right to appear in 
person or through authorized representa- 
tives before the Complaint Committee. 
Sufficient machinery seems to be pro- 
vided for the protection of the outsider, 
but it rests with the non-member to 
prosecute his claim in order to secure 
the enforcement of the exchange’s rule 
against dishonorable conduct. 


THE OFT REPEATED attempt of 
railroad companies to increase their rates 
has in most cases been checked by the 
very watchful eye of the shippers’ ass’ns, 
the traffic managers of large shippers 
and organizations. Some roads which 
are still paying 7 per cent dividends, 
notwithstanding their stock has been in- 
creased several times without additional 
investment, do not hesitate to ask higher 
rates and greater earnings. Their greed 
knows no limit, and if the producers and 
consumers of the country are to be saved 
from the carriers’ greed the case must 
now be fought out on its merits before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 


SO MANY western shippers suffered 
heavy losses last winter as the direct re- 
sult of unreasonable delay of their grain 
in transit by the railroad companies, that 
the wonder is so many of them are still 
in the business. Few escaped heavy 
losses as the direct result of the rail- 
roads’ inefficiency, hence it is but nat- 
ural that the shippers should take some 
steps to recover their losses. The West- 
ern Grain Dealers’ Ass’n has brot suit 
against the Omaha Road to recover dam- 
ages for delay in transit. No court will 
uphold a carrier-who takes a man’s 
grain and keeps it in a box-car unmoved 
from three to six weeks. The shippers 
have all reason, justice and laws on their 
side and should experience no difficulty 
whatever in collecting for damages with 
interest. 


ALTHO the Grain Commission of 
Kansas may have exceeded its authority, 
at its last meeting in Topeka recently it 
adopted a rule requiring purchasers of 
cars of grain to accept or reject same 
within 48 hours after original inspection. 
The Commission also forbid Kansas 
state inspectors to reinspect grain unless 
same be called for within 48 hours of 
first inspection, or where it was impos- 
sible to make the proper inspection of 
the grain previously. The making of 
rules of trade is hardly within the 
province of a commission entrusted with 
the drafting of rules for the grading of 
grain. The rule adopted is reasonable 
and in keeping with the fair spirit shown 
by the rules of most of the grain ex- 
changes, but it cannot be enforced. 


MIXING IN DIRT; ARBITRARY 
DOCKAGE., 


Shippers who intentionally load dirt 
and screenings into cars of grain deserve 
to have the entire shipment graded off or 
should be docked for the dirt. If all 
country shippers were more careful and 
would load out only clean grain there 
would be less excuse for docking re- 
ceipts for shrinkage in handling at ter- 
minals. If grain is full of fine screen- 
ings, and dirt the loss of weight in 
handling will be much larger than if the 
stuff had not been mixed with the grain. 
The fine dust is sure to cause some grain 
to heat, but even tho it does not, no 
shipper is entitled to the price of wheat 
for dirt, trash and corn. 

_In one market recently on one day ar- 
rived one car containing 340 Ibs, of dirt, 
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and another contained 420 lbs, It is next 
to impossible to avoid picking up some of 
the trash in unloading the wheat, so that 
the net amount was considerably more. 

Plugging cars of grain with screen- 
ings is no less excusable than plugging 
with low grade grain, and if the central 
markets will give each car the grade of 
the lowest quality contained in every 
case, shippers will exercise more care to 
keep their bins clean and prevent mix- 
tures of this kind being sent to market. 

Docking every car regardless of con- 
tents a fixed amount has no doubt en- 
couraged mixing. The abolition of either 
practice will no doubt be following quick- 
ly by the abolition of the other. 


SUIT FOR DELIVERY ON Bs/L. 


It is indeed gratifying to note that 
some of the grain buyers who suffered 
by the speculations of Durant & Elmore 
Co.’s secretary, are determined to com- 
pel the railroad company to deliver the 


grain called-for by the Bs/L, or make 
good the loss. 

Knight & McDougall have brot suit 
against the D. & H. R. R. Co. for $257 = 
499, which is the amount of losses they 
sustained through the diversion of grain 
shipped from the West and from Buffa- 
lo. Notwithstanding the New York re- 
ceivers held the original order Bs/L, the 
shipments were diverted by the D. & H. 
R. R. to dealers in New England, with- 
out the surrender of the original Bs/L. 
There is no question as to the validity 
of the documents held by the complain- 
ants, and little doubt as to their success 
in collecting the full amount of their loss 
in the courts. 

Otto Keusch, another New York re 
ceiver, assigned his claim amounting to 
$102,000 against the same company, and 
it is_expected that other claims will soon 
be filed, bringing the total to approxi- 
mately $500,000. The railroad company 
virtually converted the grain represented 
by the original Bs/L to the use of Du- 
rant & Elmore, who owed over a million 
at the time of their failure. 

The successful termination of these 
suits would have a tendency to induce 
carriers to be more careful in issuing 
duplicate Bs/L for the same shipment. 
They should be required to throw more 
safeguards around their order Bs/L and 
where possible attach validation certifi- 
cates written in ink, so there can be no 
doubt as to their authenticity. 

Foreign bankers suffered so many 
losses on forged cotton Bs/L that they 
have given due notice that henceforth 
they will hold their American corre- 
spondents liable for losses sustained 
through forged Bs/L or other irregu- 
larities on the part of carrier or shipper. 

The railroad companies could readily 
remedy the entire difficulty if they would, 
but their inability to adopt a uniform 
practice in issuing Bs/L is directly re- 
sponsible for their being given out to 
anybody without restriction, so that for- 
gery is easy. 

Shippers could help along the cause by 
requesting local station agents to fil in. 
and sign bills in ink and stamp with their 
station dating stamps, so as to lend offi- 
cial character to the bills. Unless more 
safeguards are soon placed about the 
order Bs/L, both bankers and receivers 
lee refuse to have anything to do with 
them.

BIG. FOUR. SHIPPERS SHOULD 


PROM SM: 


Grain Dealers Journal: By its enforce- 
ment the past few weeks, the Big Four 
Railroad (CCC&StL Ry Co.) has just 
brot to light a little joker, which it slipped 
into the grain tariffs issued about Feb. 1, 
1910. 

In Item No. 48 of its I.C.C.No.5095 and 
similar items in other tariffs, covering the 
protection of the Rules and Regulations 
of connecting lines governing Terminal 
Charges, Reconsignments, Refrigeration 
and Transit Privileges, it inserted in 
parenthesis after the words “Transit Priv- 
ileges” the words “Except Milling in 
Transit.” In other words it will protect 
all arrangements of connecting lines on 
these various privileges except Milling in 
Transit. 

IT have examined the tariffs of a large 
portion of the other roads operating in 
the same territory as the Big Four, but 
have so far been unable to find another 
road that makes this exception. 

The result of an enforcement of this 
rule will be the narrowing to a great ex- 
tent of the market of every shipper on 
the Big Four Railroad. as no Eastern 
miller, using the transit privilege will 
want any grain with this restriction on it. 
It seems to me that this should call for a 
vigorous protest from every shipper on 
the line of the Big Four at once and 
would suggest that every one of them 
could help by writing their objections to 
the General Freight Agent of the Big 
Four at Cincinnati, O., at once. Yours 
truly, D. H. Grandin, per K. B. Seeds, 
Jamestown, N. Y.

NEW YORK PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 


New York, July 28th, 1910.

Gentlemen: I have received your favor 
of July 26th enclosing two clippings from 
the Grain Dealers Journal in relation to a 
transaction between yourselves and a 
member of this Exchange whom you do 
not name. I have read the clippings very 
carefully and also note your request for 
advice as to the proper method’ of bring- 
ing before the proper committee the mat- 
ter, referred to. ; 

It. is to be regretted that you did not 
communicate with this Exchange before 
presenting the matter publicly in the col- 
umns of the Grain Dealers Journal, as the 
impression is given that the New York 
Produce Exchange does not have machin- 
ery for adjusting controversies of this na- 
ture. : f yt 

Our organization does provide facilities 
for arbitrating such matters if both parties 
will agree to submit them to arbitration 
and to abide by the result. Further, our 


by-laws provide that the Complaint Com- 
mittee may consider a complaint made by a 
non-member against a member of the 
exchange on charges made of unjust and 


inequitable conduct. It is the policy 
of the Exchange to furnish freely and 
willingly to a non-member any infor- 


mation as _ to procedure he may follow in 
making adjustments with our members, 
and to this end I beg to enclose herewith 
a copy of Sections 27, 28, 29, 30 and 31 of 
our by-laws relating to arbitration before 
our regular Arbitration Committee, and 
also a blank form of agreement to submit 
to arbitration. Should you succeed in in- 
ducing your unnamed correspondent to ar- 
bitrate, the question in dispute should be 
inserted in this. form and the form exe- 
cuted by both parties and the execution 
acknowledged before officers duly author- 
ized to take such acknowledgments; the 
agreement then returned to me will be 
submitted to the Arbitration Committee 
and date fixed for hearing the case. 

Should your correspondent not agree to 
arbitrate and you feel that the circum- 
stances warrant, you are at liberty to 
avail yourselves of the provisions of Sec- 
tions 32, 33, 34 and 35 of the by-laws, copy 
of which I also enclose. The second para- 
graph of Section 33 shows the first step 
to be taken in complaint of a non-member 
against a member of the Exchange. 

With the information I have given you 
as to the method of procedure of this Ex- 
change to adjust matters in dispute be- 
tween our members and others not con- 
nected with the Exchange, I trust you 
will alter your view expressed near the 
end of your letter to the Grain Dealers 
Journal, that while your customer is a 
member of the New York Produce Ex- 
change you have no redress, but a loss.

MUST CARRIER DELIVER GRAIN 
RECEIVED? 


Grain Dealers Journal: In reply to the 
Nutriline Milling Co., who asked in this 
column July 25 whether claims for short- 
age in weight can be collected from the 
carrier when cars moved with seals in- 
tact, I would say that the common law 
requires carriers to deliver all freight 
received, and if they do not deliver at 
destination what it is claimed was loaded 
into car the burden rests upon them to 
prove that either they did deliver the fuil 
amount or did not receive it. 

So long as the railroad company issues 
a receipt for the grain, it is incumbent 
upon it to make delivery of the fuil 
amount. There is no necessity for ship- 
per or receiver to make any allowance 
for so-called natural shrinkage, unless the 
railroad company can prove that each lot 
of grain did shrink. 

So matty cars leak and so much graii is 
stolen from cars at junction and terminal 
points that carriers have little knowledge 
of what they. do deliver, and they seem 
to care as much, as at many points no 
effort whatever is made to protect ship- 
pers’ property from petty thieves. 

In Toledo alone, recently, twenty-four 
thieves were arrested and fined, not he- 


cause of the vigilance of the railroad com- 
panies, but of the chief grain inspec*or. 
This is but a repetition of the story oft 
told at every terminal and junction point.

The Board of Trade of Cairo, Ill., has 
appointed W.-S. Powell chief inspector to 
succeed J. B. Gillespie, and has author- 
ized a charge of 35 cents per car inspec- 
tion fee on all shipments of grain to that 
market. Pres. H. S. Antrim of the Board 
of Trade also has appointed the follow- 
ing grain committee to look after the new 
inspection: H. E. Halliday, J. B. Magee 
and Ira Hastings. 

Mr. Powell, a portrait of whom is re- 
produced herewith, was born at Chicago 
in 1864 and educated in the public schools 
and Allen’s Academy. He began in the 
Chicago grain inspection department as 
helper to S. H. Smith 24 years ago and 
won promotion to third assistant and sec- 
ond assistant, and when the present sys- 
tem of office inspection was started he 
was one of the three men called in from 
the track inspection force to establish the 
improved method. His qualifications as 
an inspector are unquestioned and he has 
the hearty recommendation of Chief 
Grain Inspector W. Scott Cowen. His 
duties at Cairo began Aug. 1. — 

Mr. Powell was married in 1887 and 
has a large and interesting family. He is 
highly esteemed by his former associates 
in the Chicago inspection department.

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Chicago Board Investigated by 
Grand Jury. 


Would-be reformers who keep their 
eyes on the east for inspiration are al- 
ways eager to copy investigations set on 
foot in New York City in the hope that 
they may achieve notoriety by a similar 
agitation at Chicago. 

New York had its cotton corner grand 
jury inquiry and accordingly the reform- 
ers decided that the Chicago Board. of 
Trade must have an investigation. “That 
there was nothing to investigate mattered 
not. 

Accordingly John C. F. Merrill, vice- 
pres. of the Board and a director, was 
haled before the grand jury and made to 
tell all he knew about the wheat corner. 
The investigators were unfortunate in se- 
lecting Mr. Merrill as a witness, for his 
evidence put a damper on their enthusi- 
asm at the start. Mr. Merrill’s informa- 
tion is exact and trustworthy and he has 
a way of choosing his words to express 
the exact truth that can not fail to be 
convincing. 

With regard to the corner in July 
wheat at Chicago the facts are that the 
big speculator who bot July months ago, 
let the market alone to fluctuate as it 
would, disposing of part of his line when 
a moderate profit showed. Far from 
being a corner, on the last day of the 
month the grain could have been shipped 
from Chicago to Minneapolis at a profit. 

The government does not dispute the 
right of the Albany speculator to buy 
wheat to be delivered in July. The only 
ground on which a prosecution could be 
based is a possible conspiracy; that is, an 
agreement by independent speculators to 
hold grain off the market, and those who 
know the eastern bull best agree he trades 
on his own convictions regardless of the 
operations of others. He delights in pun- 
ishing short sellers who do not intend to 
deliver. 

Can it be we will soon be forbidden to 
buy clothing or food in excess of our 
own immediate wants?

we exported 133,619,039 Ibs, of glucose, .

and 49,282,622 lbs. of corn oil cake dur- 
ing the corresponding period ended June 
1, 1909, as reported by O. P. Austin, chief 
of the Buro of Statistics, 


The northwestern drouth late in June 
and the first half of July advanced Min- 
neapolis July wheat from $1.01 to $1.27 
per bu. Chicago September wheat the 
same time advanced from 89c to $1.09 
per bu. The dry weather drove flaxseed 
to record prices, $2.82 having been bid 
for July flaxseed on the last day of the 
month at Duluth. 


German scientific agriculturists are ex- 
perimenting with electricity as a means 
of stimulating the soil.

Illinois Dealers Meet Death in 
Auto Accident. 


In a collision of an electric car with the 
automobile in which they were riding, 


Nelson A. Mansfield and his wife and J. 
P. Faris were crushed to death July 27 
at Niantic, Ill. 

At 6 o’clock that morning Mr. and 
Mrs. Mansfield, the former running the 
track, 


automobile, crossed the railroad

stopped to take on J. P. and John B. Faris, 
and started back across the tracks to run 
to Decatur. When right on the track the 
machine came to a dead stop, declares the 
motorman, who immediately put on brakes 
150 ft. distant, but the car slid along 300 
its 

J. P. Faris was thrown 40 feet against 
a pole and so badly crushed that he died 
instantly. Mrs. Mansfield was found 30 
ft. from where the auto was struck, cov- 
ered with the wreckage, and died an hour 
later. Mr. Mansfield was carried 60 ft., 
had his skull crushed and died three days

later without regaining consciousness. 
John B. Faris sustained severe injuries, 
having a compound fracture of the right 
leg, the bone splintered, right arm broken 
at the elbow and his left arm badly 
sprained. He is at St. Mary’s Hospital, 
Decatur, and is gradually recovering. 

Nelson A. Mansfield was born in Mor- 
gan County, Illinois, Mar. 30, 1861, and 
came to Niantic in 1879, where he was 
married to Catherine Dingman two years 
later. -He was owner and partner in 
several grain elevators and had two large 
farms near Niantic. He was an ex- 
emplary citizen and his untimely taking 
away is a loss to the community and to 
the grain trade of Illinois. He was ac- 
tively interested in promoting association 
work in the state. He was manager of 
the Mansfield-Ford Grain Co., having gen- 
eral offices at Illiopolis and operating ele- 
vators on the Wabash and Illinois Central 
roads. 

J. P- Faris was a member of the firm 
Faris & Cannon, grain brokers of Decatur, 
but not actively engaged in the business, 
devoting his time to loans and rea} estate, 
his son, J. B. Faris, being bookkeeper and 
cashier for the firm. He was born in 
Ohio and came to Illinois in 1854. He is 
survived by his son and widow. Mr. 
Mansfield left no survivor. Portraits 
are given in the engravings herewith. 


Shippers in the Southwest are inclined 
to belittle the continued drouth in the 
Northwest, and are almost universally 
desiring to sell wheat to arrive at prices 
materially lower than those which con- 
signors are actually realizing for their 
wheat which they are shipping to mar- 
ket unsold. There will be a tremendous 
internal consumption of wheat from 
western Kansas by mills in the central 
part of the state where the yield has 
been deficient, so generally speaking, we 
cannot see anything in sight but grad- 
ually higher prices and a splendid de- 
mand for all of the Kansas wheat offer- 
ings, so it seems that while we may 
have declines of a few cents at times, 
that, generally speaking, consignment of 
wheat right along thruout the year should 
prove profitable to the country buyers, 
and certainly we would strongly advise 
against selling any wheat to arrive at 
prices which are not within a cent or 
two at all times of those prevailing at 
the market—B. C. Christopher & Co.

German Methods of Destroying 
Rodents. 


The use of strychnine for the destruc- 
tion of rodents has been popular in Ger- 
many for many years, but it is now giv- 
ing way to the more modern use of “the 
mouse typhus bacillus. It is pointed out 
that not only is strychnine expensive, but 
that it is dangerous to the party handling 
it and dangerous to game and birds, the 
natural enemies of the pests. In view of 
this danger, several German states have 
prohibited its use altho shelled saccharine 
strychnine oats are still sold to the farm- 
ers by the authorities of some other states 
at cost price. Barium preparations are 
rarely used especially since the introduc- 
tion of the typhus bacillus, which, because 
of its effectiveness and the ease with 
which it is applied is rapidly displacing 
the use of all other poisons. 


Burning of Two Elevators at 


McCook, Neb. 


With two men specially detailed to 
watch the building for signs of fire the 
elevator of the Updike Grain Co. at Mc- 
Cook, Neb., nevertheless did suddenly 
burst into flame at 4 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of July 19. From the new elevator 
the fire spread to the old house about 30 
feet distant, as shown in the engraving 
herewith, and both were totally destroyed. 

An earlier fire had been discovered and 
extinguished at 6 o’clock on the evening 
before. This was in the roof of the new 
elevator and was supposed to have been 
started by sparks from a passing locomo- 
tive engine. The fire the next morning is 
a mystery, as it did not start in the same 
part of the building as the first fire. Two 
men carefully went over the entire build- 
ing at 11 o’clock and at 3:30 o’clock sev- 
eral persons asserted there were no signs 
of fire; but half an hour later the entire 
structure was in flames.

Two Hlevators at McCook, Neb., 


Burned July 19. 
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Unconstitutional Regulation of 


Car Service by State. 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States has recently reversed the decision 
of the Arkansas Supreme Court granting 
the state judgment for $1,950 in pen- 
alties against the St. Louis Southwestern 
Ry. for failure to furnish cars. The fed- 
eral supreme court held that the Arkan- 
sas law making it the carriers duty to 
supply cars on demand is unconstitutional 
because the law would require the carrier 
to desist from interchanging cars with 
other lines in interstate commerce. 

Philip Reinsch made complaint that he 
was short 51 cars at Stuttgart, Ark. and 
the county prosecuting attorney brot suit 
under rule 805 of the state railroad com- 
mission to recover the penalty. Justice 
White of the United States Supreme 
Court said: 


The appellant was shown to have a larger 
car equipment than the average freight- 
carrying road, and the failure to furnish 
cars was wholly due to an inability to re- 
gain its cars which were sent to other roads 
earrying freight from its own line. 

The appellant is an originating line, orig- 
inating about 70 per cent of its traffic and 
receiving about 30 per cent. To illustrate 
its situation, during the month of Novem- 
ber, 1905, it had in revenue service 9,517 
cars, of which it averaged daily 3,982 in use 
on its own lines, 5,525 off its line, and 2,519 
foreign cars in use. In other words, a daily 
balance of exchange of 1,473 cars was 
against it, and its shortage in cars was 
only about 650 per day. 

Having sustained the right of the road to 
deliver its cars for the purpose of continu- 
ous transportation beyond its line in inter- 
state commerce, and sanctioned the gener- 
al method by which it was sought to regu- 
late and control the transmission and re- 
turn of such cars, that is, by membership 
in the American Railway Ass’n, the nature 
and character of the rules of the associa- 
tion were considered. Analyzing the rules 
of the association, the court below conclud- 
ed that the regulations were inefficient in 
many respects, did not provide sufficient 
penalties to secure the prompt return of 
ears by roads which might receive the 
same, but, on the contrary, afforded a 
temptation in time of car shortage, induc- 
ing a road having the cars of another 
road to retain and use them, paying the 
penalty, as to do so would afford it an ad- 
vantage. Pointing out that the general re- 
sult of the operation of the rules of the 
American Railway Ass’n for the _inter- 
change of cars had proven ineffective in 
the past, it was held that the company was 
at fault for delivering its cars to other 
roads for the movement of interstate com- 
merce subject to the regulations of the 
American Railway Ass’n, and therefore the 
penalty imposed in the judgment was right- 
ly assessed. 

Coming to the merits, we think it needs 
but statement to demonstrate that the rul- 
ing of the court below involved necessarily 
the assertion of power in the state to ab- 
solutely forbid the efficacious carrying on 
of interstate commerce, or, what is equiva- 
lent thereto, to cause the right to effi- 
ciently conduct such commerce to depend 
upon the willingness of the company to be 
subjected to enormous pecuniary penalties 
as a condition of the exercise of the right. 
It is to be observed that there is no ques- 
tion here of a regulation of a state forbid- 
ding an unequal distribution of cars by a 
carrier for the benefit of interstate to the 
detriment of local commerce. This is the 
clear result of the finding below as to the 
proportion of the originating traffic of the 
road, and the extent of the cars retained 
and those permitted to go beyond the line 
of the road for the purposes of interstate 
commerce. If it be that the court below 
was right in its assumption that the rules 
of the American Railway Ass’n, governing, 
as was conceded by the court, 90 per cent 
of the railroads, and hence a vast propor- 
tion of the interstate commerce of _ the 
country, are inefficient to secure just deal- 
ing as to cars moved by the carriers en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, that fact af- 
fords no ground for conceding that such 
subject was within the final cognizance of 
the court below, and could by it be made 
the basis of prohibiting interstate com- 
merce or unlawfully burdening the right to 
carry it on. In the nature of things, as the 
rules and regulations of the association 
concern matters of interstate commerce in- 
herently within Federal control, the power 
to determine their sufficiency, we think, 


was primarily vested in the body upon 
whom Congress has conferred authority in 
that regard. 4

Complaint Against Elevator Com- 
pany At Philadelphia. 


S. F. Scattergood & Co. have made 
complaint to the Interstate Commerce 
Commissinon against the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and the Keystone Elevator & 
Warehouse Co. of Philadelphia, alleging 
the latter is controlled by L. F. Miller & 
Sons, who by the methods of business 
employed derive undue preference. 

It is alleged that the lease of the ele- 
vator to the operators at $6,000 a year 
is tar less than the value of the prop- 
erty 
_ That on all grain and other commodi- 
ties passing thru the elevator the railroad 
company pays the operators 35c per ton 
as a terminal allowance for releasing cars 
promptly. 

That grain cars billed direct to Wash- 
ington avenue wharf for export were not 
delivered there until the grain they con- 
tained -first passed thru the Keystone 
Elevator, and it is asserted that the Key- 
stone Elevator not being recognized as 
an export elevator was not entitled to 
export rates. 

That cars of grain diverted to the Key- 
stone Elevator on the export rate were 
actually delivered at Jacksonville, Fla., 
and other coast points. 

That cars shipped to the elevator as 
containing corn for export showed on the 
outward manifests of the elevator as oats 
for export. 

The complaint by Scattergood & Co. 
follows the recent hearing at which In: 
terstate Commerce Commissioner Clem- 
ents absolved L. F. Miller & Sons and the 
Keystone Elevator & Warehouse Co. 
from all blame, holding that the irregu- 
larities were due to faulty bookkeeping 
and clerical errors. What fault there was 
lay upon the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. 
for having violated its published tariffs 
in regard to export and import grain. 

After having delved for hours into the 
mass of testimony adduced at the hear- 
ing in which all details of the business of 
the Keystone Elevator Co. and of L.. F. 
Miller & Sons were gone over Commis- 
sioner Clements cut the hearing short 
with an announcement that the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad company would be given 
an opportunity to explain. 

The frankness with which the Keystone 
Elevator Co. and the firm of L, F. Miller 
& Sons answered all questions and pro- 
duced all records of their business im- 
pressed the Commissioner favorably. Evi- 
dently the firm conducted the elevator 
strictly according to law, and if its op- 
eration was profitable under the allow- 
ances for the service it was because the 
volume of business was so large as to 
more than cover the heavy expense of op: 
erating this adiunct of the railroad com- 
pany. 

The directors of the Philadelphia Com- 
mercial Exchange on Aug, 11 will hear 
the additional charges which have been 
made that the Keystone Elevator Co. has 
been accorded special privileges.

Pedigreed seed is registered by the 
German Agricultural Society, just as the 
pure breeds of live stock are recorded 
in the herd books. Before giving registry 
to a new variety the Society’s experts 
thoroly investigate the genuineness of 
the breed. 


Chas. P. Braslan, who has just re- 
turned to San Jose, Cal., from a trip in 
Europe covering several months, says 
that floods and other bad weather have 
ruined the European seed crops, and that 
an increased demand will be made there- 
fore upon California seed growers. 


The clover seed crop will be late this 
year, and this has probably caused more 
or less anxiety amongst a few specu- 
lators, figuring that the dry weather 
would cut short the late crop, but we 
would prefer to wait until the seed be- 
gins to move.

Hanley Bros., Belleville, convicted and 
fined for one offense; escaped fine under 
the second, as it was shown that the seed 
was obtained in good faith from James 
Goodall, Toronto. 


The aggregate efforts in the breeding 
of plants of the United States Department 
of Agriculture and of the state experi- 
ment stations and of similar institutions 
in other countries are year by year in- 
creasing into a public work of large 
magnitude. These institutions are by no 
means usurping the field. They are in 
fact rapidly increasing the field for pri- 
vate efforts in plant breeding. As yet 
much less is being done in a public way 
for animal breeding; and theory and 
technical practice of plant breeding has 
within a decade far outstripped the theory 
and practice of animal breeding. It 
would seem easy to, predict that public 
institutions concerned with animal im- 
provement will rapidly take the new and 
inspirational point of view from _ the 
brilliant investigations in plant breeding 
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and will lead to a rapid development of 
the science and art of improvement of 
domestic animals. It is of interest to 
note that a dozen years ago the plant 
breeders received their best inspiration 
from animal breeders, and that now the 
tables are turned and that breeders of 
animals need the inspiration from the ac- 
celerated work of the breeders of plants.

The corn crop in the southern part of the 
state is reported good to large. Harris 
County has an excellent crop of corn. In 
the southern part of the state corn is made 
and some new corn is being offered for 
sale in counties near the coast. In central 
Texas the corn is only a fair crop, but 
far better than the crop of last year. In 
the northern part of the state the crop is 
generally good, some counties reporting that 
a surplus will be raised. In the western 
part of the state the crop is not so good 
and quite a number of counties report 
the yield from nothing to ten bushels per 
acre. In the counties on the plains and 
in the extreme north of the Panhandle the 
corn crop is better and should make a 
good yield.

WINNIPEG LETTER. 


The commission rule which was sus- 
pended last year on the Winnipeg Grain 
Exchange for a period of one year, has 
been restored and commission dealers get 
lc per bu. on the grain they handle, un- 
der strict regulation of adherence to the 
rule. 

In his testimony before the Saskatche- 
wan Eltr. Commission recently, John A. 
Kennedy, vice pres. of the Grain Growers 
Grain Co., contended that a sample mar- 
ket was needed and had existed in Win- 
nipeg for years, and that the millers had 
agents watching the inspectors samples, 
which they sampled first and bot after- 
wards. In discussing the eltr. question he 
said that the action of the Manitoba gov- 
ernment in placing the internal eltrs. un- 
der a commission had helped some, but 
was far from what the farmers wanted. 
What: was needed was a commission ap- 
pointed by the people to be discharged 
by them. He said he had 20 affidavits 
from Manitoba farmers who had taken 
their grain to North Dakota and had re- 
ceived from 12c to 13c more per bu. 
for it than they could have got at the 
same time in Winnipeg. He charged the 
cause of this to the system of grading 
grain in Manitoba which he alleged is too 
severe, and that the great objection was 
not to the internal or to the terminal svs- 


tem of eltrs., but to the grading system - 


which held grain growers down. 


The Saskatchewan Eltr, Commission, 
composed of Prof, Magill of Dalhousie 
College, Halifax, N. S., chairman; F, W. 
Green, sec’y of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers Ass’n; and George Langley, M. 
P., held morning and afternoon sessions 


in the Winnipeg Grain Exchange while 
investigating the export grain trade. The 
commission aims to obtain evidence from 
all the leading local grain and milling 
firms. It examined Chief Grain Inspector 
David Horn, Warehouse Commissioner 
Chas. C. Castle, and representatives of the 
Western, International, Canadian, Atlas 
and Winnipeg eltr. companies and of the 
larger milling firms. In explaining the 
methods of the Winnipeg ‘Grain Ex- 
change, George R. Crowe admitted the 
speculative aspect of the grain trade, but 
observed that speculation played a large 
part in other business enterprises. He 
argued that Canadian routes were as 
cheap as that thru Duluth. He explained 
the methods of purchase, shipment and 
storage of grain followed by the local 
grain and eltr. companies. 

At the beginning of August the Manito- 
ba Eltr. Commission owned and operated 
nine eltrs. at these stations: Gretna, Hart- 
ney, Swan Lake, Souris, Shoal Lake, 
Strathclair, Somerset and two at Hamio- 
ta. It was also building nine eltrs. in as 
many different towns, while the number 
of sites under consideration were being 
added to daily on petitions from farmers 
either not served by eltrs. or dissatis- 
fied with the private ownership of those 
in their districts. Petitions have been re- 
ceived from 75% of the districts in the 
province, asking the government to take 
over the eltr. business. From three to six 
petitions are received daily and more 
than 100 are in circulation. Commission- 
ers Maclennan and McCuaig estimate 
that fully half of the private eltrs. in 
the province have been offered to the 
commission at various prices, most of 
which have been too high and so have 
either been refused or referred back for 
modification. All are considered; but as 
the commission is having every eltr. in 
the province inspected and valued it has 
no intention of paying more for the 
properties than they are worth. The com- 
mission is also carrying on negotiations 
with nearly all the line eltr. companies in 
the province,

concrete grain eltr., cylindrical, 40 it. high 
and 30 ft. in diameter, will be erected. 
Near this group but separate from all 
the other buildings a 2-story concrete 
structure, 69x100 ft., will be built with 
iron doors, steel window frames and wire- 
glass windows, in which grinding ma- 
chinery will be installed and raw alfalfa 
stored. The plant will be much larger 
than the old, will be made as fireproof 
as possible, and wil] be in full operation 
by Oct. 1.

The Chamber of Commerce on July 
29 adopted amendments to the rules pro- 
viding that on grain, seeds, hay or mill- 
stuffs sold in this market, payment must 
be made therefor on date of presentation 
of the bill, if bill is delivered prior to 
1i o’clock a, m.; that on grain, etc., sold 
to forward from this market the seller 
may make an advance upon the buyer for 
the approximate value of the property, 
subject to settlement of difference when 
the property is unloaded; also an amend- 
nient providing that on grain so sold for 
forwarding outside of Milwaukee the 
commission merchant shall charge the 


shipper interest on advances for not 
longer than seven days. 
James McAlpine, a member of the 


Chamber of Commerce since 1864, died 
here July 21, aged 68, death being caused 
by heart failure. Mr. McAlpine was born 
in Scotland, coming to this country when 
twelve years old. He served thru the 
Civil war with honor and at the close of 
the war went into business in Milwaukee 
where he built up an international reputa- 
tion as an export shipper of grain and 
provisions.

The Value of Carbon Paper. 


BY UNCLE PEDRO. 


The practice of copying checks and’ 


weight tickets has been described in pre- 
ceding articles, and there are a number 
of other good uses for carbon paper. 

Reports, statements and letters of all 
kinds should be copied, for in this way 
only can the dealer be -ready for any 
emergency. Should a check be raised, 
the copy will prove so. Should a farmer 
claim credit for an extra load of grain, 
comparison of his tickets with the grain 
man’s duplicates will instantly show the 
truth and be the means of detecting any 
misdated or forged ticlcet. 

After cleaning up some day, suppose 
an unaccountable shortage should ap- 
pear. The thing for the dealer to do is, 
to go over the copy of the various 
weights and see whom it is he has cred- 
ited with 3200 instead of 2300 bus. 

Carbon paper is very cheap and the 
paper upon which to take the copy need 
not be of the best. Strength and a fair- 
ly good surface is, however, to be de- 
sired. 

Have some accurate method of filing 
the copy sheets, so that the desired copy 
may be found without unnecessary delay. 

In filing away copies of letters, an 
alphabetically arranged letter file is nec- 
essary to procure the best results. Me- 
tailic cases prevent the mice from get- 
ting at the letters and help somewhat in 
case of fire. At the end of the business 
year the contents of the files should be 
sately stored away and properly labeled, 
to be kept for at least five years.

1909, § 1797-3), 
means any premises, room, or place, not a 
mill or .factory, wherein manual labor is 
exercised for purpose of cleaning or adapt- 
ing for sale any article or part thereof, and 
includes a grain elevator.—Sorseleil v. Red 
Lake Falls Milling Co. Supreme Court of 
Minnesota.

Initial Carrier Liable.—The provisions of 
Act June 29, 1906, c. 3591, § 7, 34 Stat. 593

connecting carrier, and providing that no 
contract shall exempt it from such lia- 
bility, is constitutional.—Dodge v. Chicago, 
Sst.

Landlord Has Right to Abandoned Crop.

to abandon the crops, if the intention to 
abandon is manifest.—Bettis v. Key. Court 
of Civil Appeals of Texas.

Delivery of Warehouse Receipts.—An in- 
dorsement in blank followed by an uncon- 
ditional delivery by the holder of a ware- 
house receipt for grain stored in a public 
elevator, to a creditor for a valuable con- 
sideration, passes the title to the grain 
represented by the ticket, and is a transfer 
of the title and a sale of the grain to such 
creditor.—St, Anthony & Dakota Hlevator 
Co. v. Dawson & Byfield. Supreme Court 
of North Dakota. 126 N. W. 10138. 


Damages for Misrepresenting Price.—The 
measure of damages for misrepresenting 
the price paid for a grain elevator by the 
vendor, in a contract for the sale thereof, 
wherein he agreed to sell for the price at 
which he purchased, and thereby induced 
the purchaser to pay a greater sum than 
was paid by the vendor, is the difference 
between the price which he paid and that 
which he represented he paid and received 
from his vendee.—Page Farmers’ Hlevator 
Co. v. Thompson. Supreme Court of North 
Dakota, 126 N. W. 1009. 
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Market Price.—In an action for breach of 
a contract to sell and deliver to plaintiff 
12 cars of hay shipped from and delivered 
to a point in Iowa, where the evidence 
showed that the hay of the quality pur- 
chased had no market value at the place of 
delivery, it was error to exclude evidence 
tending to show that St. Louis was the 
controlling market for such hay shipped 
from all Iowa points and as to its market 
value at St. Louis and the freight rates 
from the point of delivery there.—National 
Warehouse & Storage Co. v. Toomey. 
Springfield Court of Appeals, Missouri. 129 
S. W. 423.- 

Void Clause on Telegraf Blank.—Code 
1906, § 3127, provides that the limitation of 
actions prescribed by law shall not be 
changed by contract between parties, and 
any changes in such limitations made by 
any contract shall be absolutely void, and 
that the object of the statute was to make 
the period for various causes of action the 
same for all litigants. Held to invalidate 
the stipulation in a contract with a tele- 
graf company exempting it from liability 
for errors or delays where a claim is not 
presented in writing within 60 days after 
a message is filed for transmission.—Dod- 
son v. Western Union Telegraf Co. Su- 
preme Court of Mississippi. 52 South. 693. 


Unconstitutional State Regulation of Car 
Service.—Interstate commerce is unconsti- 
tutionally regulated by Kirby’s Ark. Dig. §§ 
6803, 6804,.making it the carrier’s duty to 
supply cars to shippers on demand, under 
which a carrier will either be compelled to 
desist from the interchange of cars with 
connecting lines for the purpose of moving 
interstate commerce because of a refusal 
of the state courts to permit it to avail 
itself, as causing and excusing its default, 
of the rules and regulations adopted for 
the interchange of cars by the American 
Railway Ass’n, which govern 90 per cent 
of the railways in the United States, or 
will be obliged to conduct such business 
with the certainty of being subjected to 
the heavy penalties provided by the statute. 
—St. Louis S. W. Ry. Co. v. State of Ar- 
kansas. Supreme Court of the United 
States. 30 Sup. Ct. Rep. 476. 


Charter of Vessel.—Under a charter of a 
vessel to carry a cargo of wheat to be 
loaded by the charterers within a time 
specified, which contained a provision that 
lay days for loading should not be counted 
during any time the bringing of the cargo 
to the port of loading was delayed by 
railroad accidents, or any other hindrance 
beyond the charterer’s control, where the 
charterers loaded only with a particular 
grade of wheat which they had with other 
grades stored on lines of a railroad com- 
pany, they were not entitled to the benefit 
of such provision, on the ground that the 
company did not furnish sufficient cars to 
bring in that particular wheat within the 
time fixed by the charter, when their no- 
tice to the company was only to furnish 
cars generally, and it-did furnish sufficient 
to bring in double the quantity required, 
but in part of different grades, which the 
charterers loaded on other vessels.—Kerr 
v. Schwaner. U. S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 177 Fed. 659. 


Payment of Elevation Charges. — The 
complainants returned, more than 48 hours 
after their delivery to connecting lines, cer- 
tain cars, and the Union Pacific Co. re- 
fused to pay them compensation for ele- 
vating the grain out of these cars. The 
delay in the return of these cars was not 
due to the Union Pacific, but to com- 
panies having connecting lines to whom 
these cars were delivered by the Union 
Pacific by direction of the complainants or 
of consignors to the complainants, and the 
Union Pacific paid no elevation charges to 
Peavey & Co. on grain unloaded from 
cars which were not returned to the Union ~ 
Pacific within 48 hours. Held, there was 


no unjust discrimination or undue preju- 


dice in this course of proceeding, and the 
complainants were not entitled to any dam- 
ages because they received no compensa- 
tion for elevation services in connection 
with such cars.—Union Pacific R. Co. v. 
Updike Grain Co. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 178 Fed. 223,

SEPARATION OF SEED BARLEY—The 
separation and selection of seeds by the 
specific gravity test has been practiced, 
according to Yokoi, in China and Japan 
for more than 250 years. Fanning or 
screening will not remove the small chaffy 
grains that cause poor stand; the specific 
gravity method will. A half barrel tub is 
filled two-thirds full of water and the seed 
barley poured in. The plump barley grains 
will sink to the bottom while the light 
and shriveled barley and many of the oat 
and weed seeds will float when the grain 
is stirred, and can be skimmed off. The 
selected seed should be sown as soon as it 
is dry enuf to run thru the drill. By sub- 
stituting for the water a formalin solution 
at the rate of 1-lb. of formalin to 40 gal- 
lons of water the seed can be treated for 
smut at the same time. Circular No. 62, 
Buro of Plant Industry, U. S.-Dept. of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


DRY-LAND- GRAINS. — Cecil Salmon, 
plant physiologist of the Buro of Plant 
Industry, has prepared a report of sev- 
eral years’ experiments at Bellefourche, 
and Highmore, §. D., and Dickinson, N. D., 
to determine the best varieties of dry-land 
grains, showing that durum wheat yields 
25 to 75 per cent more than the best va- 
rieties of blue stem and fife wheat, and 
that 2-rowed barleys have uniformly yield- 
ed the highest. The conclusions are that 
durum is a more profitable crop than com- 
mon spring wheat, and that winter wheat 
should be sown wherever it will survive 
the winter. Early or medium maturing va- 
rieties of oats such as 60-Day, Kherson or 
Swedish Select should be sown. The best 
durum seed wheat is Kubanka, the best 
winter wheat Turkey or Kharkof and the 
best 2-rowed barleys the Hanna and the 
Hannchen. It is only in dry years that 
the full value of durum wheat becomes 
apparent. Circular No. 59, Buro of Plant 
Industry, U. S. Dept. of Agri., Washing-

ZELLERS’ CORN, OATS AND WHEAT 
TABLES.—Among the newest of the cal- 
eculators for grain dealers are the compre- 
hensive corn, oats and wheat tables com- 
piled by Dr. M. T. Zellers of Hooper, Neb.

R. Bach, of Bloom- 
ington, Attorney for the Claims Depart- 
ment of the Ass’n, for his insistence,.and 
constant pressing of his views upon the 
carriers. 

Members of the Ass’n, and all grain 
dealers will be greatly benefited by this ac- 
tion of the Wabash R. R. Co. in assuming 
the liability for materials furnished, when 
necessary for coopering cars, and for car 
doors.

The cut-off of the Soo Line between 
New Richmond, Wis., and Withrow, 
Minn., will be completed by Sept. 15. 


The steamer D. A. Gordon which 
grounded in Lake Huron has been re-_ 
leased after lightering 10,000 bus. of 
wheat, 

The advance in the rates on grain and 
grain products from points in North Da- 
kota and South Dakota of % to 2c, which 
was to have become effective Aug. 1, has 
been postponed until Nov. 1. 


Express rates will be vigorously at- 
tacked under a petition recently filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission by 
the Chicago Ass’n of Commerce and 123 
other commercial organizations. 


About_70 of the general attorneys of 
the railroads of the United States held 
a conference for three days at Newcastle, 
N. H., recently to consider the amend- 
ments to the interstate commerce act. 

A milling in transit schedule was 
adopted at a recent meeting of millers 
and railroad officials at Chicago, and 
will be submitted by the millers to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for ap- 
proval. 

Fifty experts will be sent by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to Chi- 
cago and other western points to ascer- 
tain exactly the earnings of the railroads 
under present and contemplated schedules 
of rates, 

Francis B. James of Cincinnati and J.

_ Traffic experts representing the prin-

Claims for reparation of the overcharge 
on grain shipments from Ohio and Miss- 
issippi River crossings and Nashville, 
enti; are being filed by shippers who- 
have paid the 2-cent advance contested 
by the A, P. Morgan Grain Co., of At- 
lanta, Ga. If the decision of the Commis- 
sion is favorable to the complainants, de- 
mands for reparation will be made on 
shipments for 2 years back, the amount 
collectible on grain and other commodi- 
ties being estimated at $2,000,000. 
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Supplying Car of Capacity Larger 
Than Ordered. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 

has recently made public the following in- 
formal ruling: 
; Complaints of alleged overcharges arise 
in connection with shipments that move 
over the lines of two or more carriers 
under combination rates, the initial car- 
tier having a provision in its tariff that 
im case a car of certain dimensions or 
capacity is ordered by a shipper, and the 
carrier for its own convenience furnishes 
a larger car, such larger car may be used 
on the basis of the minimum weight ap- 
plicable to the car ordered, while the 
connecting carrier does not have such 
tariff provision and therefore charges for 
the full minimum weight applicable to the 
car used. 

The law imposes upon carriers the 
obligation of arranging to every reason- 
able extent for thru carriage and thru 
shipment, Neither the burden of following 
his shipment to a connecting point be- 
tween two carriers and there transferring 
it, nor of bearing the expense of such 
transfer, can be laid upon the shipper. It 
is not deemed reasonable that in a case 
of this kind the shipper should be re- 
quired to pay higher charges than he 
would have paid had the initial carrier 
furnished the equipment that is provided 
for in its tariff and that was ordered 
by the shipper. The carriers in the dif- 
ferent classification territories ought to 
have, and should provide at the earliest 
practicable moment, a uniform rule on 
this subject. 

It is believed that where the initial car- 
rier provides in its tariffs that if, for its 
own convenience, it furnishes a car larger 
than that ordered by the shipper, it will 
be used upon the basis of minimum 


weight applicable to the car ordered, and. 


the connecting carrier to or over whose 
lines such shipment is moved has not 
such provision in its tariff, the initial car- 
rier should note upon the B/L and upon 
the weigh bill or transfer which accompa- 
nies delivery of a shipment to its con- 
nections the fact that car of certain size 
was ordered and car of certain size was, 
for its own convenience, furnished by 
the carrier to be used on the basis of 
the minimum weight applicable to the car 
ordered; and that connecting carrier, re- 
ceiving such notice on the weich bill or 
transfer bill, and not having provision in 
its tariff which permits the use of the car 
on the basis of the lower minimum 
weight, should transfer the shipment into 
car of the size or capacity ordered by 
the shipper or into car to which the same 
minimum weight applies, without addi- 
tional expense to the shipper. 


Imports and Exports of Beans.

chief of the Buro of Statistics.

Suggestions to Committee on 
Natural Shrinkage. 


The committee of the National In- 
dustrial Trafic League on natural shrink- 
age which was appointed at the July 12 
meeting and consists of W. M. Hopkins, 
of Chicago, chairman, Geo. A. Schroeder, 
Milwaukee; F. P, Manchester, Omaha; 
Fee Goma VilsOne wkeansas City «| Geom Av 
Wells, Des Moines, and S. W. Strong, 
Pontiac, Ill, has recently received from 
Pres, J. C. Lincoln the following letter: 


I believe we are all agreed on the point 
that no deduction should be made for nat- 
ural shrinkage in the course of transporta- 
tion; that as to whether there was natural 
shrinkage is a matter of proof and not of 
arbitrary deduction. We are also agreed 
that if grain will shrink in transportation 
by throwing off moisture, it will likewise 
increase in weight by taking on moisture. 
Therefore natural shrinkage as applied to 
all shipments will not be admitted and will 
be protested. 

With reference to discrepancies in eleva- 
tor weights, this is a question which re- 
quires somewhat different treatment. Car- 
riers have a provision in their tariffs mak- 
ing certain arbitrary deductions where 
there is a difference between the weights 
at point of origin and destination. It is 
quite generally admitted by the grain trade 
that where weight at point of origin is as- 
certained in hopper bin, and at destination 
in hopper bin, there is an invisible loss in 
connection with process of loading and un- 
loading. 

In presenting the matter to the special 
committee for investigation and report, it 
is with a view of securing the adoption of 
a universal rule to be applied with all car- 
riers instead of as at present having dif- 
ferent rules prevail in different’ terri- 
tories as the result of separate agreements. 
I think if your committee can agree upon a 
rule reasonable in its application, you can 
secure the adoption of the rule by all car- 
riers, 

For the consideration of your committee 
I would suggest the following: 

That under no circumstances will we ad- 
mit there is natural shrinkage in the 
course of transportation of grain as ap- 
plied to all shipments; that grain may in- 
crease or decrease in weight during the 
course of transportation through the tak- 
ing on or the loss of moisture; that as to 
whether there has been natural shrinkage, 
it is a question of proof in each individual 
case. Therefore, no arbitrary deductions 
will be allowed for natural shrinkage. 

Where there are recognized state, board 
of trade, or grain exchange weights, or 
duly certified and proven weights, ascer- 
tained at point of origin, and where the 
weights at destination are recognized state, 
board of trade, or grain exchange weights, 
or duly certified or proven weights, in the 
presentation of claims for loss of grain an 
allowance of % of 1 per cent will be de- 
ducted from the face of the claims as cov- 
ering the invisible loss which occurs in the 
act of loading and unloading. 

It is also recommended on the part of the 
various grain exchanges and organizations 
that no claims be presented for loss where 
the discrepancy between the original 
weight and the destination weight is % of 
1 per cent or less. 


Exports of Buckwheat, Broom- 
corn, Malt and Linseed Cake. 


During the 11 months prior to June 1, 
we exported 158,155 bus. of buckwheat, 
compared with 178,268 bus. during the 11 
months prior to June 1, 1909. 


During the 11 months ending June 1, 
malt to the amount of 183,102 bus. was 
exported, compared with 154,773 bus. ex- 
ported during the previous corresponding 
period. 

Linseed oil cake totaling 42,329,780 Ibs. 
was exported during the 11 months prior 
to June 1, compared with 49,282,622 Ibs. 
exported during the corresponding period 
of 1908-9. 

Broomcorn valued at $405,879 was ex- 
ported during the 11 months prior to 
June 1, against $278,895 worth during the 
year before, as reported by O. P. Austin, 
chief of the Buro of Statistics.

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Feedstuffs 


The feed situation is a bad one.—E. M. 
Bradley, Globe Elevator Co., Duluth, 
Minn, 


The conference of the feed control of- 
ficials and the representatives of the feed 
manufacturers on the uniform feeding- 
stuffs bills will probably be held at Wash- 
ington in November. 


The feed situation in the Northwest is 
more serious than the outcome of the 
wheat crop. If we have an open fall the 
situation will not be so bad.—Grettum & 
Swanston, Duluth, Minn. 


The Maine experiment station reports 
a great improvement in the quality of 
feeding stuffs during the past two years. 
Gluten feed seldom fell below the guaran- 
tee the past year. The adulterated wheat 
offals contained ground corn cobs, but 
the feed was tagged and the consumers 
bot them knowingly. 


To overcome the unjust Iowa feed law 
exempting mills within the state from the 
tag requirement a number of millers out- 
side are quoting their price on feed as 
“95c extra per ton if we put on tags.” 
As the tags cost 10c per ton the lowa 
dealer sees the economy of attaching the 
tags himself. Millers and feed manufac- 
turers outside the state who yield to the 
demand that tags be attached before 
shipment into the state are encouraging a 
bad practice, as the burden of annoyance 
and expense should be placed as near as 
practicable upon those who are respon- 
sible for the unreasonable regulation. 


Notice of judgment has been issued 
by the government in the case of the 
Pendleton Grain Co., St. Louis, for a 
shipment of white oats found to have 
been misbranded by mixture of oats, bar- 
ley, weedseeds, wheat and chaff; and in 
the case of the McLemore Grain Co., 
Nashville, for a shipment of No. 2 mixed 
oats alleged to have been adulterated by 
substitution of 12 per cent of barley. 
Tanners will soon be put to the necessity 
of cleaning all their grain before offering 
it for sale or Tama Jim will have them 
arrested for selling adulterated grain. 
Nature shud be arrested for growing dif- 
ferent stuff in the same field. 


Serious complaints have been made in 
regard to the ground or crushed feed 
manufactured from the screenings from 
the elevators at Fort William and Port 
Arthur, and legislation aiming to prevent 
the distribution of weed seeds in this way 
has been asked for. Investigations in 
previous seasons havé shown that a con- 
siderable proportion of the feeding stuffs 
on the market contain vital weed ‘seeds. 
This spring the seed inspectors were in- 
structed to collect samples of the feed- 
ings stuffs on the market in the different 
provinces in order to secure further in- 
formation along this line. These samples

Definition of Analytic Terms. 


Effective Jan. 1 the board of food and 
drug inspection of the U. S. Dept. of 
Agriculture has issued the following def- 
initions of the terms to be used on labels 
of stock food: 

The term “nitrogen-free extract” in- 
cludes starch, sucrose, reducing sugars, 
pentosans, organic acids, coloring matter 
and certain other ingredients in small 
quantities, and the amount of nitrogen- 
free extract present in a stock feed is 
determined by subtracting the sum of the 
moisture, crude fibre, protein, fat and ash 
content from 100 per cent. Stock feed 
will not be~held to be misbranded on ac- 
count of statements on labels of the 
“nitrogen-free extract” content if analy- 
sis shows that the amount obtained by 
this method is correctly declared. 

The term “carbohydrates” includes most 
of the specified ingredients which make 
up the nitrogen-free extract, plus crude 
fiber, but does not include organic acids 
and coloring matter. 

The amount of ingredients included 
in nitrogen-free ~ extract which are not 
carbohydrates is so small in stock feeds 
that they may~be disregarded in stating 
the amount of carbohydrates, and stock 
feeds will not be held to be misbranded 
on account of statements on labels of the 
proportion of carbohydrates if analysis 
shows that the percentage of carbohy- 
drates declared equals the percentage of 
nitrogen-free extract obtained as indi- 
cated, plus the percentage of crude 
fiber. 

The term “starch and sugar,” however, 
is properly applied only to the actual 
starch, sucrose, and reducing sugars con- 
tained therein, and stock feed will not be 
held to’ be misbranded on account of 
statements on labels of the percentage of 
sugar, as such, if the percentage stated is 
the correct percentage of the amount of 
the starch, sucrose and. reducing sugars 
actually present.

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A. R. McKinney Dead. 


The death of Abner R. McKinney on 
July 28 will be felt as a personal loss by 
members of the Millers Mutual Fire In- 
surance Ass’n of Illinois. Ever since the 
company was formed 29 years ago he had 
served it well as secretary and treasurer, 
and he died in the offices of the company, 
suddenly, from an apoplectic stroke. 

His work as secretary began when the 
company had only $10,000 in money and 
$90,000 in premium notes, from which 
modest beginning his well directed ef- 
forts increased its assets to $353,126 and 
$2,112,849 in premium notes on Jan. 1, 
1910. 

Dr. McKinney was born at Reedsville,. 
Pa;, in 1843, came west in 1856 and was 
graduated from that famous institution, 
Rush Medical College. He conducted a 
drug store at Hillsboro, Ill, was married 
in 1868 and again engaged in the drug 
business, at Sterling, Ill. In 1869 at Al- 
ton, Ill., he engaged in the practice of 
his profession, became connected with 
an insurance agency-and in 1882 was 
elected secretary of the Millers’ Mutual 
Insurance Ass’n. 

He served several terms as city treas- 
urer of Alton and as a member of the 
Board of Education. Whenever he ran 
for office party lines were obliterated and 
he was always elected. Several times he 
declined the office of mayor. He was 
enterprising and progressive and one of 
the most popular men in Alton. He is 
survived by his second wife and two 
sons, Lewis of New York and George 
A. McKinney of Alton, who has succeed- 
ed him as secretary of the insurance 
company.
